Washington—Some day the federal 


government may have to decide just 
what programs people want to hear 
over the air—at least the conflict of 
views presented to the federal radio 
commission indicates that a decision is 
being compelled 
on the subject 


what service is performed by radio 
.stations in. determining their wave 
lengths. 


Hearings in progress reveal that 


stations interestedv in broadcasting 
religion, others concerned with ad 
vcrtismg their patent 
medicines and 


still others concerned with giving en 
tertainment all appeal to the federal 
ladio commission to enable them to 
have such wave lengths as will give 
a wide range of listeners. 


Charges have been made that radio 


monopolies are possible by the system 
ot chain broadcasting, 
but 
M. H. 


Aylesworth, president of the National 
Broadcasting company in his "Wednes- 
day testimony revealed how remote is 
such a contingency. He pointed out 
that his company which is the largaet 
of the broadcasting concerns actually 
owns only one station and controls 
only one or two others and that when 
a number of stations are announced 
on a "hook-up." as hapepned when 
Colonel 
Lindbergh's 
reception 
in 


"Washington was broadcast, the action 
of each station in coming in on the 
chain was voluntary. In other words, 
he said, the various stations-were like 
newspapers blying services from press 
associations. 


CHOOSE OWN.PROGRAMS 


The stations arc free to accept or re 


ject the programs offered by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting company. These 
stations determine what they think is 
interesting to listeners just as news 
papers determine what is worth while 
publishing. There is nothing in it, 
Mr. Aylesworth said, for the broad- 
casting .company at the present times 
as its books will show considerable loss- 
es. This is because 
the 
National 


Broadcasting company docs not charge 
the various stations the entire cost, as 
this would be prohibitive, but offers 
the programs at a low enough rate, 
knowing that the stations themselves 
aie non-profit making and could not 
afford to pay high prices 
for pro 


grams. 
j 
As Mr. Aylesworth explained it, the 


National Broadcasting company's de- 
ficits are made up by its owners, which 
consist of the Radio Corporation 
of 


America, with 50 per cent of the stock, 
Westinghouse Electric with 20 per 
cent and the General Electric com- 
pany with 30 per cent. AH these con 
ceriis are interested in the wider sale 
of radio sets and tubes and it has long 
been recognized by the radio manufac 
turer that unless programs arc inter- 
esting radio sets will not be bought or 
retained. 


COMPETITORS BUY SPACE 


To prove that no monopoly existed. 


Mr. Aylesworlh pointed out that space 
on the air was sold to concerns like 
Atwater Kent which manufacture sets 
in competition with the radio corpora- 
tion. Ho also 
offered to broadcast 


religious programs at certain hours 
along with other programs, leaving it 
always to tho public to be the judge 
by its letters as to what programs it 
wanted. 


Jn the last analysis, the federal 


radio commission is being asked to 
pass judgment on whether the various 
stations are performing a public ser- 
vice and that's why the hearings now 
going on show the trend of future dis- 
cusskm on regulating radio wave 
lengths.

"I think 
I shall find time to do so in the near 
future," he told the Wisconsin Alum- 
ni association of New York, at a recep- 
tion at the Hotel Roosevelt Thursday 
night. 


During his two years of study at 


Wisconsin he did not make a mark for 
himself as a scholar, as his interests 
were concentrated on flying. "If 1 
could graduate from any university, it 
would be from Wisconsin," he said. 


Milwaukee— W) —Colonel 
Charles 


Lindbergh promised Thursday night 
that he would return to the University 
of Wisconsin to complete a course in 
mechanical engineering he abandoned 
five years ago for aviation, says a spe- 
cial dispatch from New Tork to the 
Milwaukee Journal. 


The colonel made the announcement

Public Affairs Board and Pro- 


perty Office to Be Killed 


by Measure 


Madison—M>)—The stale senate Fri- 


day passed Senator Boldfs bill, intro- 
duced 
for the 
interim 
committee, 


which 
abolishes the present state 


board of public affairs and ten othsr 
departments, consolidating all of them 
into one new board of public affairs. 
Vote on the measure was 17 to 4. 


The boards to be abolished under the 


provisions of the bill include the state 
engineering: commission, the civil ser- 
vice commission, the office of superin- 
tendent of public property, the print- 
ing board and 
other minor depart- 


ments. 


The new board would 
consist of 


three members, one appointed by the 
governor, one by the assembly and one 
by the senate. They would serve a six- 
year term at a salary of $5,000 a year. 


An amendment to the bill introduced 


by Senator Caldwell saved the Portage 
Levee commission from abolishment, 
providing the bill is passed in the as- 
sembly and signed by the governor. 


Senator Cashman led the 
fight 


against the bill's passage declaring it 
would give too much power to the 
governor and create 
a 
"czar-like 


board." Senator Boldt replied that the 
interim committee had conceived such 
a plan to give the governor more pow- 
er in the control of state affairs. 


OFFSET BILL, KILLED

New York—(XP)—Commander Rich- 


ard E. Byrd. Friday awaited only the 
clearing of the weather on the great 
circle course for the start of his flight 
to Paris in the Fokker monoplane 
America.

NORTH CHIN A 


Chang Tso-Lin Accepts Post 


as Dictator—Has Gen- 


eral's Approval 


Peking. China—M3)—Marshal Chang 


Tso-Lin accepted the dictatorship of the 
Ankuochun (northern Chinese alliance) 
Friday afternoon, it was announced by 
the alliance Friday evening. 


A spokesman previously explained 


Chang's command would include the 
army and navy and direct responsibil- 
ity for the civil government, which 
now is in process of formation with 
Pan Fu as premier. All the northern 
war lords have approved the plan. 
They decided it was necessary to have 
a. unified command of all the northern 
armies, wiping out provincial distinc- 
tions between the 
Shantung, Chihili 


and Manehurian forces. 


TO DEFEND SHANTUNG 


The Ankuochun leaders at their con- 


ference here which lasted a week, also 
decided to defend Shanutng province 
as well at Chihili against the nationa- 
list advance. Troops there arc already 
hard pressed by" Chang Kai-Shek's in 
vasion from the south. 


It is admitted that the peace nego- 


tiations, which were under way with 
Chiang Kai-Shek and Yen Hsi-Shen, 
governor of Shansi province, have 
lapsed, the Ankuchun asserting that 
the southerners "did not show the nec- 
essary sincerity." 


A new Peking government 
is ex- 


pected to be created by mandate of the 
dictator (Chang Tso-Lin) meaning a 
full constitutional break with the past 
and the establishment of a frankly mil- 
itary regime. 


Dr. V. K. AVellington Koo already 


has ceased to function as foreign min- 
ister and acting premies.

and matron of the city poor farm, scoff 
at the suggestion In a recent commun 
Ication In The Capital Times, a Madi 
son newspaper, that Peter Endcrs. Co. 


«„ former inmate of the poor farm, whose 


'body was recently found in the 
Fox 


river, was driven to suicide by a state 
inspector of poor farms. The commun- 
ication was printed about a week and 
was signed by A. B.. Appleton 


Following is the communication: 
"(To the Editor): I want to write to 


you as to how old people in a poor 
houso are treated and how they arc 
driven to suicide. 


An old man by the name of Peter 


Kndcrs, C3 years old, was without mon- 
ey. Ho had spent all the money he 
had for board, and had looked for a 
job, but could not find one because it 
is very hard for an old person to flnO 
nork. So he went to the poor house. 


The state poor house inspector came 


to the superintendent of the 
poor 


house, and the superintendent and his 
wife told the inspector much about the 
old man to cause him to go and severe- 
criticize him and to tell him that if 
ho was not working he should pick up 
his clothes and get out of the poor 
house. That is fine treatment from 
such a man. The old gentleman an- 
swered that he did not know where to 
Co. and cried. He then went away the 
next night and drowned himself. This 
is the wealthiest country In the world 
but old people who are poor are driven 
to suicide. 


Sucli people should not stay in office 


24'houis. The citizens and taxpayers 
want the poor people to be taken care 
of. The inspector, howcevr, does not 
inquire as to what kind of 
superin- 


tendent is in chaigc of the poor house, 
or is the old people are well taken care 
of, but he merely talks to the superin- 
tendent and leaves. — A. B., Appleton, 
tt'is." 


On the day that Enders disappear 


ed, according to Mrs. Peters, the citj 
poor farm was visited by a state in 
spector who resides at 
Mamtowoc 


This man's duties are merely to in- 
spect the poor farms for cleanliness 
and unitary conditions. He inspects 
the food that Is given to the inmates 
and ha<? nothing to do whatever witl 
deciding whether the inmates are to 
remain in the poor home. 


About It o'clock in the morning of 


Endcis' disappearance the state in- 
il>ector arrived and made his annua' 
inspection. 
"While he was upstairs 


Mrs. Peters said, he entered into a 
conversation with several of the In- 
mates. Enders came out of the read 
ing room at this time and the inspec 
tor looking him over said: "You're 
a healthy looking man. How old are 
you?" 


"C3," he answered. 
"You're B. very young looking man 


and many men your age are support 
ing a family of 10 children and driv- 
ing an automobile in the bargain,' 
the inspector said, in a joking man- 
ner. "What have you been doing al 
your life?" 


"Working In a lumber camp," he 


said. 


"Couldn't 
you 
support 
yourself 


now." the inspector inquired. 


"I'm an old man and can't -work 


any longer." he said. 


This was the entire conversation 


that passed between the 
two men 


Mrs. Peters said. There was no at- 
tempt made by the Inspector to rsp 
hraid the old man because that was 
out of his jurisdiction. 


Enders made application for aid to 


E. G. Schueler, city poor commission- 
er. several months ago. At that time. 
when Mr. Schueler questioned him. he 
denied ho had been married. He was 
admitted to the poor farm at once. 
Enders had been boarding at a local 
rooming house but was unable to pay 
his rent for several weeks. 


REMAINED IX ROOM 


After being admitted to the poor 


farm he held himself aloof from the 
rest of the men and usually spent his 
; time in his room, according to Mr. 


Peters. Every night after finishing 
his supper he would walk downtown 
and many nights he did not return 
until late. Mrs. Peters said the back 
door was always left open so that 
many nights she did not hear him en* 
ter. 


After the talk with the Inspector 


the old man had his dinner and spent 
the afternoon in his room, according 
to Mrs. Pcctcrs. 
It did not seem un- 


usual because he acted as he always 
did, 
rather taciturn and uncongenial. 


He ate his supper with the rest of the 
niofP.-ind then walked downtown.' He 
•was not missed until the next morn- 
ing.

AMERICAN IDEALS STILL HIGH 
On his way to the summer White house 


President 
Coolidgc 
was 
everywhere 


greeted by applauding crowds. An im- 
mense audience welcomed him at Wick- 
er Memorial Park, Lake County, Indiana, 
and although press dispatches say it was 
not demonstrative it nevertheless evinced 
a friendly interest in the president. The 
occasion was not one in itself to evoke 
great enthusiasm. Rather, it was a ser- 
ious occasion, and the theme of Mr. Coo- 
lidge's address was one calculated to ap- 
peal to sober thought rather than to the 
emotions. 


It was the president's contention tl;at 


"amid all of her prosperity, America has 
not forgotten her ideals." He cited spe- 
cific incidents to prove this, including the 
country's response to distress calls in time 
of disaster, the popular acclaim of Lind- 
bergh for the qualities of greatness he 
has displayed, and the raising and dedica- 
tion of memorials and monuments to 
those who have done service to their fel- 
lowmen. The speaker held that these 
and many other incidents "disclose the 
true values of our national character." He 
is disturbed but not alarmed by symptoms 
of unrest and discontent, by the crime 
wave of recent years and the growing dis- 
respect for law and by the apparent and 
excessive commercializing of everything. 
In spite of it all, he holds that we as a 
people "are lavish in our admiration of 
realities.'' 


We think the president is right. We 


have gone quite far afield in our quest for 
excitements and a kick to life and to ac- 
quire wealth. We have become a. nation 
of lawbreakers in defence of personal lib- 
erty and in quest of pleasure. The home 
as we used to know it thirty or forty 
years ago is pretty well shot. Youth is 
bored and many of our educational as 
well as social tendencies are unquestion- 
ably at variance with reality. We are ac- 
cused of religious retrogression and spir- 
itual decay. On the surface all of these 
indictments appear to be valid, but we 
think, as does the president, that they are 
superficial and do not reach the heart 
and substance of American life. If they 


did, the end of this nation would not be 
far off. The president finds many reac- 
tions which convince him that we are 
sound at the core and that we have not in 
the background departed from the ideals 
upon which this nation was founded and 
evolved. We may go astray and we may 
yield to various weaknesses, for after all 
we are human. But the real question is, 
will we meet in the right way the great 
tests that determine our true character 
z.nd the road we shall travel? Will our 
crucial decisions be sound? In spite of 
all that may argue to the contrary, we 
would with President Coolidge give an 
affirmative answec-

TUBERCULOSIS TODAY 


Fully one-half of the patients 1» a Krcat sanitar- 


ium for tuberculosis can KIVC no information about 
tho source of their infection, and the remainder 
arc more or less hazy about It. 


H was strongly contended years aso. notably by 


German physicians and medical research .students, 
thut pulmonary iuberculo.sis came from Infection 
with tubercle bacilli in infancy or early childhood, 
and chiefly from bovine tuberculosis, via the milk 
from tuberculous animals. The infant or child thus 
infected carried the bacilli in a latent or smouldering 
state in the lymph nodes ("slands") deep In the ab- 
domen or in the neck, until youth or caily adult 
life, and then the tubercle bacilli somehow reached 
the luncs and set UD acti\e tuberculosis there. 


Then came a number of coually KOod physicians 


and research students among them many Americans 
who took issue with tlie German view and some 
of these even denied that bovine tuberculosis could 
occur in man. The present concensus, it seems, is 
that a sufficient amount of tuberculosis, jft least of 
the bones and glands, in children and young: adults, 
is of bovine origin and type, to warrant the most 
vigorous campaign to stamp bovine tuberculosis out 
of the dairy herds of this country, and also the most 
careful pasteurization of all milk from animals that 
haye not been tuberculin tested. 


Authorities on the subject seem loath to express 


their views, if -they have any. on the Question of 
the transmutation o'f bovine tuberculosis into pul- 
monary tuberculosis of man. They carry the bovine 
bacilli into the lymph nodes (throusrh the tonsils 
especially) and there they leave them. AVe may 
conjecture whether the terms change after count- 
less generations into tubercle bacilli of the type that 
produces pulmonary tuberculosis. 


The hish school asre period is the time when 


latent tuberculosis becomes manifest in most cases. 
Loss of weight in a youth of this age strongly sug- 
gests tuberculosis. If carefuh and repeated physical 
examination gives no definite information, the boy 
or girl should receive the skin tuberculin test, and 
if this crives a positive reaction, -then X-ray pic- 
tures of the lunjrs are in order. 


Often active tuberculosis in this early on incipient 


stage causes no loss of weicht and so little cough 
that the lunes are not even suspected. 
A high 


school boy or girl developing pulmonary tubercu- 
losis may nevertheless be-an athletic star. So you 
see it will never do to dismiss the matter with the 
laughing remark that the youngster is the very 
picture of health. Artists will find many fine mod- 
els in the tuberculosis sanitarium if they are looking 
for pictures of health.

spell health. 


Dr. Lawrence Brown, whose "Rules for Recovery 


From Tuberculosis" is a classic, says: "The time to 
attack adult pulmonary tuberculosis is from puberty 
to tile twentieth year. The majority of those who 
are found to have pulmonary tuberculosis after the 
twentieth year have definite discoverable signs of 
it in the second decade (from asre 10 to as;e 20)."

Educators and students of prison 


reform have been particularly inter- 
ested in the prim evidence she bears 
of the inhuman treatment once ac- 
corded prisoners. Many thousands of 
Wisconsin folk have inspected the 
ship at the various lake ports where 
she has stopped. She is now at Green 
Bay. 


Way back in the latter days of the 


eighteenth century she was queen of 
a proud fleet of East India sailing 
vessels. 1-ater she became nefarious 
as one of the transports which coai- 
vcyed the overflow of the 
English 


jails to Van Dieman's Land and Bot- 
any Bay, Australia. She was disgrace 
itself as a prison hulk stationed off 
Hobson's Bay and used to torture un- 
fortunates with her heavy irons, her 
fiendish shackling contraptions, her 
airiesb cells and her black holes. 


She apparently met her end when, 


she was sunk by irate Australians 
who wanted to blot out the last vis- 
ual link with the past, but sho was 
raised to serve an object lesson in 
prison reform. 


And this craft has since restored 


herself to a proud place by her 
staunch timbers which seemingly are 
untouched after all these years. ?he 
was built in Moulmem, Burma, 136 
years ago of teak, which piobalily 
started its growth before the birth o' 
Christ. The landsman may ste noth- 
ing but a. short, squat 
bluff-bowed 


square stern wanderer of the seas, 
To the discriminating eye. however, 
there are 
a. hundred distinguishing 


marks of nautical antiquity that 
stand out prominently on the strange 
old hulk. 


HER MEMORABLE VOYAGE 
Her sailing qualities can not be 


questioned. In recent years, she has 
sailed, with n tug orr convoy, from 
Australia to England in 165 days, and 
then from England to the United 
States. The latter trip, made in 96 
days, was epoch making in itself and 
the marvel of the shipping world, and 
it was by a freak of chance that she 
set sail from Glason docks.

For 49 years this craft of cruelty 


sailed the deep, conveying to the new 
ly established penal colonies in Aus- 
tralia every kind of offender— man, 
woman and child, in her dark lower 
deck, she carried some of the worst 
and some of the best people in the 
world, the latter, political prisoners 
whose only outcry has been against 
the system of bondage and serfdom 
and miserable living. 


In those day there were nearly 150 


offenses in England punishable by 
death. It was a condition which was 
not peculiarly English. Xo country 
can boast of its laws of those days. 
Boys and girls, sometimes no more 
than 10 years of age, who had pilfer- 
ed a handkerchief or a. two-penny 
pie, found themselves convicts on an 
ocean hell—the "Success" or one of 
her sister transports, for there were 
many of them. 


Chained below, poorly fed, insuffi- 


ciently clothed, subject to the whims 
of brutal wardens and crews, large 
numbers died before the end of the 
voyage. Bodies were thrown to the 
sharks or left to fester among the liv- 
ing convicts.-Here is an extract from 
an official record of the maiden trip 
of the "Success" as a transport. Dr.

across the decks as the ghosts of 
shacked prisoners took up their mid- 
night preambulations. 


But in 1885 came the idea of using 


her as a floating museum. Most of 
her old irons and chains were abroad. 
She stood substantially as she was 
as a felon hulk. Her history and relics 
actually used abroad were easily pro-1 
curable. Wax figures were put abroad 
and she was placed on exhibition in 
Sydney harbor. The promoters of the 
idea were way ahead of their time. 


Australia was doing its utmost to 


forget the old conx-ict system and all 
of its miseries. Descendants of con- 
victs and even t,ome former convicts 
had prospered in the land. Labor un-, 
ionism had taken a firm hold. Also a 
nouveau riche had developed. But all 
classes were united in the common ob- 
ject of forgetting the days when con- 
vict labor was a curse on the country- 


Tho "Success" was prepared for the 


exhibition of the Australians. But. at 
this time, she was'never shown. The 
night before she was to be opened to 
the public, she was boarded and scuttl- 
ed in 72 feet of water. Xothins was 
over done about the matter. It was 
merely presumed that those who 
scuttled the ship were agents of the 
parvenu Sydney aristocracy -whose 
pedigrees might not unnaturally be as- 
sociated with the ship. 


She remained at the bottom of Syd- 


ney harbor for five years. Then she 
was raised and this time her exhibi- 
tion was actually started. But Aus- 
tralia did not make the "Success" a 
success as a commercial proposition 
and after the ancient vessel, then her 
one hundredth year, had touched the 
pnnicipal ports, her owners secured 


a small cargo of wool to help pay eat. 
penscs and sailed her under her own 
canvas to England in the- remarkably 
quick period of 1C5 days. 


In England, sho was visited by many 


thousands of visitors as time went on. 
becoming more interesting and more 
valuable as the years passed. 
ItJ 


was not until 1907, however, that tij^ 
began to como into her own as a suc- 
cessful commercial enterprise. It was 
then that tho American skipper, Capt. 
Smith, found her at some docks as di- 
lapidated as herself and made up his 
mind that England should sec her by 
tho million. She had developed into a 
junkshop of 
catch-penny 
devices 


which ho promptly threw overboard 
and then he displayed his wares, the 
real authentic material that had been 
put into tho background by the pro- 
moters who. after all. had failed to 
grasp tho full significance of their his- 
torical and educational value. 


Within six months, King Edward 


VII of England had been aboard the 
"Success" and had placed his stamp 
of approval for its value although he 
made the remark that he was quite 
sure that his mother, Queen Victoria, 
had never known-of the things that 
had happened on the ship. Capt. Smith 
exhibited the ship in practically every 
port la the United Kingdom and then 
started on the memorable trip to the 
United States. 


WORTH HALF MILLION 


Today, the convict ship is valued 


at half a million dollars. Intrinsically, 
she is valuable for her timbers. For 
instance, there is probably 600 tons of 
Brumes teak in her construction. This 
wood is so precious that it is not even 
quoted on the market. It is probably 
worth a dollar a pound. 
Burmese 


teak is almost tmburnable. For resis- 
tance to decay it has no equal and 
lasts for hundreds of years. 


No museum in the world contains 


the same relics that may be seen on 
the old convict 
ship. 
Around her 


high bulwarks are suspended all the 
agencies that inhuman minds could 
invent more than a century ago. 


There is the "Tiger's Den," so nam- 


ed because of the ferocity of the pris- 
oners confined there. 
Often they 


fought among themselves until they 
hammered one another into helpless- 
ness. Order was restored again and 
again by guards firing through thej 
bars over their heads. 


There is the "Black Hole," where 


men were chained to a 
ringbolt 


against the shelving side of the ves- 
sel so that they could neither sit down 
or stand upright. Sometimes they re- 
mained in the cell as long as 100 days. 
Many went insane or blind when they 
were finally released under the blaze 
of the Australian sun. 


In the cells on the middle deck are 


wax figures of the "Six Men of Dor- 
set," famous as the first of labor mar- 
tyrs, and not long since honored by 
the erection of a monument in their 
native village of Tolpuddle, Eng. They 
had united to raise their own wages 
a shilling a week and were deported on 
the "Success" for a sentence of sev- 
en years. During the recent travels of 
the Convict ship, she has been visited 
by direct descendants of one of these 
six men who now live in Chicago and 
Grand Kapids. 


On the main deck are such instru- 


ments of torture as the compulsory 
or "coffin bath." It is a leaden lined 
brine tank in which human beings 
were immersed after being literally 
flayed alive with a leaden-tipped cat- 
o'nino tails which is another exhibit. 
There is a multiplicity of Iron shac- 
kles, fetters, manacles, leg irons', ball 
and chain attachments weighing from 
7 to 70 pounds, flogging triagles, the 
crousher, branding irons which .heat- 
ed intensely, were used on the human 
cattle for identification, and a hun- 
dred other contrivances. 


The Convict ship will remain open 


for public inspection after which date 
she will go to Duluth whicli will be the 
last port on tho Great Lakes she .will 
be shown. She will then proceed to 
the Atlantic Ocean and thence to Aus- 
tralia where she will be taken over by 
the Commonwealth government and 
stationed in Sydney harbor as a per- 
manent floating museum.

Trend Is Toward Making Gas 


Tax Major-Sourse of In- 
come, Says Professor

OP)—The present 


state of motor vehicle taxation and the 
lack of definite state policies for rais- 
ing highway building funds may be 
bettered if law makers can be shown 
the fundamental facts in regal d to the 
use of highway*. Prof. R. H. Trum- 
bowcr. University "of Wisconsin econ- 
omist, told the American Automobile 
association at its convention meeting: 
Thursday. 


Prof. Trumbowor asserted that "to- 


day the conduct and administration of 
our highway system constitutes the 
country's greatest single experiment in 
public ownership and operation." He 
anab zed tho various methods adopted 
by the states to raise part of the funds 
for highway building by motor license 
fees and gasoline taxes, and showed 
the great diversity of taxation systems 


Pi of. Ti umbowcr's analysis showed 


that tho trend is steadily toward mak- 
ing the gasoline tax the major source 
of highway funds. 


"Jn 192C." said the economist, "the 


motor vehicle icvcnucs of the country 
amounted to S10S,103,5CS. Of this sum 
56 per cent was derived 
fiom license 


fees, and <11 per cent from 
gasoline 


taxes. Although more than half of the 
total revenues is derived from license 
few-, the piopoitionatc amount 
10- 


ceivcd from gasoline taxes has been 
steadily increasing. At the 
close- o; 


1026 all the state except four—Massa- 
chusetts-, New York. Xew Jersey, and 
Illinois—weie collecting a gasoline tax 
In 1026, 17 states collected a larger 
amount of money from the gasoline 
tax than from the motor vehicle license 
fees. 


"The states have not yet worked on* 


any uniform policy as to the relation- 
ship which each one of tliece methods 
of raising funds-fiom 
Hie motor ve- 


hicle is to bear «o the other. A good 
deal of haphazard legislation has been 
"enacted along these lines. Great varia- 
tions of the gasoline tax are noticed
